Kissinger 
to continue 
peace talks 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -Henry A. 
Kissinger, 
President 
Nixon’s 
national security adviser, met in 
Paris today to continue his secret 
peace 
negotiations 
with 
North 
Vietnamese delegates, the White 
House announced. 
Press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
issued a one-paragraph statement 
announcing the meeting but gave no 
additional details. 
The White House statement said: 
“ Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, assistant 
to 
the 
President 
for 
national 
security affairs, is meeting today in 
Paris with special adviser Le Due 
Tho and Minister Xuan Thui of the 
North Vietnamese delegation to the 
peace talks. 
“ We expect Dr. Kissinger to 
return to Washington tonight.” 
It was Kissinger’s 15th private 
session with Tho and the first since 
July 19. It was the second time the 
White House had announced a meet­ 
ing while it was in progress. Other 
sessions were not disclosed until 
much later. 4 
Kissinger was expected to report 
to Nixon after his return from Paris. 
The regular sessions of the peace 
talks will continue as scheduled on 
Thursday. In those meetings, U. S.

negotiating with Tho, Thui and 
officials of the Viet Cong.

Tax shift plan bounces back 


SACRAMENTO

A 
compromise $1.2 billion tax shift and 
school finance plan sponsored by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti bounced back 
from defeat today wearing new 
clothes. 


The proposal, inserted into a rival 
Senate-passed bill by an Assembly 
committee, is expected to speed 
through 
the 
Assembly 
and 
be 
returned to the Senate as the 
legislature prepares to recess for 
three months on Friday. 
But the legislation still appeared 


to face an uphill struggle in the 
Senate where some Democrats have 
treated it with outright hostility. 
The 
Moretti-Reagan 
proposal, 
which Moretti said would provide 
the average California homeowner 
with a $200 a year tax reduction, was 
voted a new lease on life by the 
Assembly Revenue and Taxation 
Committee. 


The committee, with only two 
dissents, amended the provisions of 
the Moretti-Reagan bill into a $950 
million school finance plan by Sen. 


Ralph Dills, D-Gardena, and then 
forwarded the completely rewritten 
proposal to the Ways and Means 
Committee on a 11-3 vote. 
The original Moretti-Reagan bill 
was defeated last week by the 
Senate Finance Committee in favor 
of the Dills plan, which had called 
for a $600 million sales tax increase 
and $350 million in surplus budget 
funds to be spent for additional aid 
to local schools.

November 
ballot, 
the 
compromise 
would 
provide 
an 
estim ated 
$575 
m illion 
in 
homeowner, renter and business 
inventory tax relief during the year 
starting next July. 


To finance it, the statewide sales 
tax would be increased from a 
nickel to six cents on the dollar, 
bank and corporation taxes hiked, 
motor vehicle fees boosted and 
personal income taxes raised if 
federal revenue sharing did not 
occur.

Hijackers in Algeria with $1 million 


ALG IERS (U P I)- Five hijackers 
who “ believed that money destroys 
people” exchanged 87 passengers 
for a record $1 million ransom 
Monday then forced the crew of a 
Delta Air Lines jet to fly them and 
their children to Algeria today. 


Airport 
security 
police 
sur­ 
rounded the plane, which was Flight 
841 with a total of 101 persons 
aboard when it was commandeered 
during a Detroit to Miami flight, as 
it rolled to a stop at Dar E l Beida 
airport at 3:19 a.m. EDT. 
Representatives 
from 
the 
Algerian Foreign Ministry, police 
and customs immediately 
went 
aboard 
Foreign journalists were 
kept from approaching the plane. 


Representatives of the Algiers 
office 
of 
the 
American 
Black 
Panther party, including its chief, 
Peter O’Neill, and his recently 
deposed 
predecessor, 
Eldridge 
Cleaver, were among the crowd 
watching the arrival of the hijacked 
DC8. 


Shortly after the arrival, Panther 
sources identified the hijackers as 
members of the Black Liberation

In Barcelona, Spain, the airport 
commander, Col. Ramon Escude, 
said the Algiers airport advised him 
the Delta airliner took off at 6:15 
a m EDT for Barcelona where the

refuel before returning to the United 
States.

American radicals, the Algerian 
government returned the $500,000 
ransom to the United States but 
refused the U.S. request to extradite 
tile hijackers.

Sean MacStiofam, chief of staff of 
the militant Provisional IRA wing, 
said in Dublin Monday night that the 
Provos “ in accordance with a prear­ 
ranged plan” deliberately avoided 
battle with the British armored task 
forces. 


“ This decision was taken to avoid 
the very heavy civilian casualties

National Committee 
“ within a few days.” 
“ We are going to be very cautious 
and very careful in making the vice 
presidential 
nomination,”

McGovern, whose plans for a fast 
start in the campaign against Nixon 
were wrecked by the week-long 
controversy over Eagleton s health 
background. 
Speculation immediately centered 
on some of the same men mentioned 
as vice presidential prospects at last 
month’s 
Democratic 
National 
Convention 
—Sens. 
Edmund 
S. 
Muskie of 
Maine and Gaylord 
Nelson 
of 
Wisconsin, 
Sargent 
Shriver, a Kennedy in-law, and 
former party chairman Lawrence

Eagleton, who met newsmen with 
McGovern to announce the decision, 
said today he would make no 
recommendation to McGovern on a 
successor. 


“ This is a decision that should be 
entirely up to Sen McGovern,” he 
said in a television interview (NBC - 
Today show). Eagleton, ironically, 
performed the duties of the vice 
president Tuesday morning when he 
presided over the Senate for a short 
time after its opening. Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro Agnew and President Pro 
Tern James Eastland, D-Miss., were 
absent.

Firms fail to prove ad claims 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A government report says 
manufacturers of cars, electric razors and television sets 
have failed, upon demand, to prove all the claims they 
make in the advertising. 
Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, chairman of the Senate con­ 
sumer subcommittee, said Monday in releasing the report 
that it showed ‘that a substantial number of ad claims are 
backed by nothing but hot air.” 
The report could become the basis of false advertising 
charges made against the manufacturers by the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC). 
About a year ago, the FTC’s Bureau of Consumer 
Protection ordered 32 firms to back up with documented 
proof 282 claims made for their products in advertisements. 
The bureau s staff, analyzing the material submitted, 
said, “ serious questions as to the adequacy of data to 
support the claims they purported to document arose in 


about 30 per cent of the responses. ” 
“ Many claims were documented in a most impressive 
manner,” the report said, and about 30 per cent of the 
documentation was so technical that it would take special 
expertise to evaluate it. 
Moss, whose subcommittee oversees administration of 
the truth in advertising law, submitted the report to the 
manufacturers for their comments. 
The firms challenged the bureau’s evaluation. They said 
the bureau had overlooked some of the documentation. 
Despite rebuttals submitted by the companies, Moss con­ 
tended that the FTC’s ad documentation claim “ has been 
successful, indeed startling, in revealing the widespread 
and flagrant absence of adequate substantiation for 
advertising claims and the overriding need for a systematic 
means of holding advertisers’ feet to the fire of public 
scrutiny.”

Hatch Act said unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 1939 Hatch 
Act prohibiting federal workers from 
partisan political activities has been ruled 
unconstitutionally vague by a panel of 
three federal judges. 
“ This is a classic case of a statute which 
in itself on occasion has a ‘chilling effect’ 
unacceptable under the 1st Amendment,” 
said Judge Gerhard A. Gesell. 


Judge Barrington B. Parker concurred in 
the 2 to 1 decision handed down Monday. 
Dissenting 
was 
Judge 
George 
E. 
MacKinnon of the U.S. Appeals Court. 
Gesell and Parker sit on the U.S. District 
Court for the District of Columbia. 


The National Association of Letter 
Carriers and six federal workers from the 
Washington metropolitan area asked the 
court in a suit filed March, 1971 to enjoin 
the U.S. Civil Service Commission from 
enforcing provisions of the Hatch Act. 
They specifically challenged a clause 
that 
prohibits 
employes 
of 
federal 
executive agencies or the District of 
Columbia from taking “ an active part in 
political 
management 
or 
political 
campaigns” subject to being fired or 
suspended without pay. 
The court said the law incorporated by 
inference more than 3,000 rulings made by 
the commission between 1886 and 1940

California Democrats 
disagree with decision

California 
Democrats 
disagreed today on whether Sen. Thomas Eagleton should 
have been pressured into resigning as Sen. George 
McGovern’s running mate. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy was the person most party 
officials said they would like to see replace Eagleton as the 
Democratic vice presidential nominee 
Some called for reforming the vice presidential selection 
process to safeguard against choosing a future running 
mate, such as Eagleton, whose background might not be 
sufficiently known to the national convention 
Virtually all agreed McGovern’s candidacy had been hurt 
in California, temporarily if not permanently. 


California will be a crucial state in November, offering 45 
electoral votes, the biggest bloc in the nation 
State Democratic Chairman Charles T. Manatt of Van 
Nuys, who had publicly urged McGovern to keep Eagleton 
on the ticket, said he now believed Eagleton's resignation 
“ will allow us to quickly refocus on the problems of the 
economy, the war and the lack of leadership in the Nixon 
presidency.” 
He was optimistic McGovern will carry California over 
native son President Nixon. 


But Los Angeles City Councilman Tom Bradley said it 
will be “ very difficult to pick up the pieces and start over 
with the kind of momentum that was expressed in Miami.” 
Bradley was McGovern’s Los Angeles County chairman 
during the primary election campaign. 
Mary Ledesma of Huntington Park, one of 12 California 
members of he Democratic National Committee who will 
officially nominate a new vice presidential candidate, said 
“ I was really hoping that Eagleton would stay on the ticket 
I feel he would have overcome this. ” 
She added, “ I’m afraid we need a Ted Kennedy at this 
point to offset some of this publicity.” 
Assemblyman Willie L. Brown Jr. of San Francisco, co- 
chairman of California’s delegation to the Democratic 
convention, said Kennedy, “ in my opinion is the only one 
who guarantees the saving of the ticket 
He agreed with 
Eagleton's resignation. 
San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto said “ I am sorry that 
he will not be on the ticket.” 
Mrs. Wallace Albertson of Los Angeles, another national 
committeewoman, said “ I supported Sen Eagleton and 
thought he should have remained. My own feeling is that 
Sen. Eagleton would have fallen into the background if he 
had stayed on the ticket.”

Murder suspect called 'weird' 


U PPER MARLBORO, Md. (UPI)—A 
defense attorney contends the man accused 
of shooting Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace was “ weird” and probably “ sick 
the day he was born.” 
Attorney Benjamin Lipsitz made the 
statement to a jury of six men and six 
women Monday as the trial of Arthur 
Herman Bremer, 21, a former Milwaukee 
busboy and janitor, began. 
Bremer sat in the courtroom smiling 
endlessly. Once he stuck his tongue out at a 
spectator, smiled broadly and chuckled to 
himself. 


Lipsitz argued there was not enough 
evidence to show that Bremer was the man 
at a Laurel, Md., shopping center last May 
15 who fired the shots that wounded 
Wallace, a Secret Service agent, an 
Alabama state trooper and a woman 
campaign worker for the Democratic 
presidential candidate. Wallace still is half 
paralyzed.

Smith wrote his history of 
the OSS after interviewing

thousands of documents, 
some still classified, at the 
Hoover Institute at Stanford

DEAR POLLY—Do tell C atherine that when crocheting 
ties I use a regular tie ot the proper size as a pattern to 
follow for the width and length I start at the wide end 
with a row of single crochet and add or decrease stitches 
as needed to follow the size of the pattern tie This can 
be m ade all in one color or in stripes and I use 2- or 3-ply 
Orion or wool for the work When linished. I single cro­ 
chet all around the tie for a nice neat finish The weight 
yarn or thread used varies according to how heavy you 
wish the tie to be —IDA 


DEAR GIRLS—Mrs. K. k. uses four rous of each color 
v*hen making a tricolor tie. For example, 4 rows red, 4 
rows white, 4 rous blue. 4 rows white and then repeats 
these 16 rows until the tie is the desired size. To finish 
she runs the \arn ends through the work, steams the tie 
and lines it if desired. Many crochet pattern books that 
can be bought at needlework counters contain very de­ 
tailed instructions for making patterns and for using vari­ 
ous combinations of colors.—POLLY

Goon must have 
stepped out because he’s not at his 
desk The viewer must guess at who 


fired the shot. It didn't alarm the 
garrison. The second panel shows a 
peaceful barracks. All the troops 
are asleep. 


In the barracks, everything is in 
regulation order. Kepis are hung on 
pegs — all but one. That is over the 
face of the owner 
Billy doesn't 
indicate why. Maybe the corporal 
makes him sleep like that because 
he snores. 


Some day a Billy Powers original 
may command a bunch of money. 
Viewers hope so They want the 
Goon series to continue. Is the 
Colonel a good guy? Is he a Colonel? 
Who fired the bullet? Maybe the 
soldier with the hat over his face is 
Goon!

precarious even during the lulls. 
“ You don’t know if your house is 
going to be blown up or if the 
supermarket you are standing in is 
going to be blown up in the next 
minute,’’ said Father O'Mahony.

Catholics and Protestants is not a 
religious war, according to Father 
O’Mahony. The subject is civil 
rights. 


“ The Protestant-run government 
for the last 50 years fixed the laws 
such that the Catholics were without 
voting 
rights, 
jobs,

ownership,” he said. (The Northern 
Ireland 
Government 
is 
now 
suspended under British marshal 
law.) 


Reasons for the discrimination go 
as far back as 600 years, which 
Father O’Mahony believes, are not 
known by either group completely.

Sergio Mendes, Brasil 77 
opens 'Old Spanish Days' 


Come early, bring your picnic basket and prepare for 
some great entertainment August 10 at the Santa 
Barbara County Bowl Sergio Mendes and Brasil 77 will 
be the first show at the Bowl for the “ Old Spanish Days 
F testa ’. and it looks to be a great one. 
Sergio Mendes came to the United States from Brazil 
in 1965 with an idea and some musicians in a group he 
called Brasil 65. A lot of ground, both geographic and 
musical, has been covered by Mendes and his friends 
since he arrived, and their long musical road has no end 
m sight 


The special musical sound Mendes has been nurturing 
for these years has grown from the smooth and simple 
Bossa Nova of the early and mid-Sixties to become one of 
the most sophisticated fusions of styles in popular music. 
And the group has gone from the initial experiment of 
Brasil ‘65 to the five years of Brasil 66. where artistic 
substance took precedence over the triviality of pigeon­ 
holing, to Brasil 77 and a new period of growth and 
experimentation 


The birth of Brasil ’77 is seen by Sergio as an 
important artistic step. “ The new name will help keep 
our future-orienlation in the public consciousness,” says 
thepianist-vocalist-composer-arranger. 
“ It means no one can think of us as living in the past, 
rehearsing old sounds. We have never done that. Our 
Brazilian and American sounds have become popular 
everywhere, and now we are going to start trying some 
sounds and rhythms from the places that have accepted 
us in the past Irregular time signatures, different styles 
of songs, different approaches to arranging; that is what 


I’m talking about. All of the musicians in Brasil ’77 are 
the creators and we experiment tirelessly until our ideas 
either succeed together or simply don’t work. And the 
girls (there are two in Brasil ’77Tare always present at 
rehearsals. I still believe in their value as additional 
instruments as well as vocalists.’ 
Sergio Mendes came to his internationally-popular 
group from native Brazilian roots first in classical music 
(seven years of intensive training) and later in Dop and 
jazz (several years leading the popular Sergio Mendes 
Trio and winning awards as best pianist and arranger in 
Brazil in 1962 and 63. 
Brasil ’66 is a thing of the past, but the past provides 
the basis for the future. Brasil 77, in name, in spirit, in 
ideas, in music, is the future. 
In addition to the Bowl shows, which include with 
Brasil ’77; Aug. 11, Flamenco guitarist Carlos Montoya, 
Aug 12, Jose Feliciano; Fiesta features over fifty gala 
attractions For ticket and other information write “ Old 
Spanish Days Office,” P.O Box 1587, Santa Barbara, 
Calif.

One of the most widely heard performers in any 
concert idiom, Carlos Montoya has brought Flamenco

In addition to his globe-girdling tours, Montoys also 
has won international favor through his numerous 
recordings.

Lompoc arts

VICTOR MOTTARELLA I Vistas, August 21. 19711 shares half the billing 
in a new art show which opened Saturday in the Copenhagen Galleri, 
Hamlet Square, Solvang. The brochure which owners Joyce and Cliff 
Aronson had printed reads in part : 
“ Victor Mottarella, an exciting new 20 year old artist, who has been 
painting for only 18 months, will astound you with his unbelievable skill and 
sensitivity in his representational work." 
Twenty-one year old Victor lives with his young wife Carol and their cat 
and two dogs on North J Street. He indicated last week he is happy for good 
reasons. 
< 
Only now does he confidently consider himself an artist, an artist 
supporting a family without aid of relatives or government. (People still 
ask him if he is working yet.) 
Also. Victor has broken away from the strong influence of Santa Ynez 
artist-teacher Terry Pardue and opinions of close friends and relatives who 
perferred his earlier work done in “ gaudy " colors. 
Victor is becoming his own man. 
His watercolors (mostly landscapes), often mixed with other media like 
ink and casiene, are painted less in a opaque and more transparent style. 
His paintings are less nostalgic, although he knows nostalgic paintings sell 
better. 
“ Nostalgic paintings are overdone today. The old buildings and all. I still 
paint a building, but it is only a piece of the landscape, he said. 
As a realist, Victor has learned to rearrange and delete, without guilt, 
objects in a scene for improved composition Never does ne add objects, he 
emphasized 
However, “ people don’t look at paintings for composition They see only 
the scene,” he believes. 
Mornings he paints and afternoons he drives around the valley to 
sketch.Sometimes Carol comes along. 
In a good week, Victor paints two or three framed pictures and three or 
four watercolor sketches. 
He works constantly in periods of depression, which usually result when 
he runs out of ideas. During these times he knows “ to keep alive and paint. 
Because as living comes paintings will come. 
“ Sometimes when I have no subject ideas, I start questioning myself as 
an artist,” he confided Victor puts in significant time planning and thinking 
about a scene. One of the 26 paintings in the Solvang show (July 29 to August 
25) he thought about for a year and half. 
Ideas as well as technique are important. 
The second half of the Copenhagen Galleri show are works of Jose 
Montanes, “ internationally known for his contemporary rendering of 
appealing and humorous children..." About 25 of his oils are on display. 
TH IRTEEN PAINTINGS AND one drawing by John Lurch, a locaf artist, 
began a one week exhibit in the multi-purpose room of the Lompoc Library 
yesterday. 
The paintings are done in oil and acrylic. Subjects are varied: portraits of 
historical and fictional people (Chopin, Benjamin Franklin, King Midas, 
and others), a still life, landscapes, non-objective. 
His oil paintings, “ Chopin and George", captures moods of specific 
human emotions and motivations, as impermanent as they may be. 
FRID AY AFTERNOON I talked to Vern Swanson of San Luis Obispo 
about the countv art show. He served as co-judge upon request by Harry 
Phillips, fair art director. 
Vern indicated that judging art today is difficult “ because there are no 
real guidelines. You have to set up your own guidelines in light of your 
experience.” 
His guidelines were to try to determine what the artist was aiming for 
and then come to an estimation or opinion on how well the artist achieved 
his personal goal. (This is a customary judging technique for most arts.) 
The experience of Judge Swanson included a ten-year position at the 
Santa Barbara Museum of Arts as the curator of education. Presently, he is 
an associate professor in the school of architecture at Cal Poly. 
Judging of the art entries took about five hours, during which Swanson 
and Pat Hawk, the second judge, concurred on almost all evaluation 
Swanson said, “ there were few disagreements.” 
The overall quality of the entries was quite good; a few entries were 
outstanding, in his opinion. Swanson detected no trends. 
The art entries followed the general trends in what you find in other 
counties and places," he said. “ People are following the art magazines and 
what appears in art galleries.” 


Sergio Mendes and Brasil '77 
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Equal employment plan study 


Full-scale implementation of the county’s Affirmative 
Action Plan to guarantee Mexican-American citizens jobs 
in proportion to their 17 per cent population component in 
future hirings is being sought by the Concerned Citizens for 
Equal Employment in the county. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
organization 
— 
including 
Mexican-American leaders from Santa Barbara, Santa 
Maria, and San Luis Obispo County — appeared before the 
Board of Supervisors Monday to press their requests. 
Ray Puentes, of Santa Maria, presented a petition to the 
supervisors on behalf of the organization. The petition 
urged the county administration to take further action to 
comply with fair employment labor code provisions and 
hire more minority persons than it has. 
The petition said it is felt that no more than 150 “ and 
possibly as few as 80 Mexican-American persons” are 
presently full time employes on the county payroll. This 
would be a disparity of more than 5 to 1” in comparison 
with the 17 per cent population component, it was shown. 
There now are 2,788 full-time positions set up in county 
government, it was ascertained. 
The board agreed with Supervisor Charles Catterlin, who 
proposed that the county administration meet with the 
organization’s leaders without delay so that the program 
“can be implemented.” 
“This is extremely important and we have been 
concerned with it for some tim e,” Catterlin said “ We 


realize the disparity of Mexican-Americans to people 
working in county government. You can go from floor to 
floor in the County Administration Building, for instance, 
and see that” 
The petitioners requested that a lay committee be set up 
to work with county government to see that Mexican- 
Americans have more job opportunities set up for them, 
and asked also that lists of those hir^d be made available to 
them. 
Petitioners said they arrived at their estimate of number 
of Mexican-Americans holding county jobs by scanning 
surnames in county directories and other sources They felt 
job total of Mexican-Americans, on basis of population, 
could reach 474 in the county. 
Personnel Director Wilbur S. Wagstaff was authorized to 
meet with the organization leaders and prepare a report 
with recommendations by Aug. 7. 
Supervisors agreed to proceed on selection of a lay 
committee at that time.

The albacore are still out there, some one hour’s run 
from the harbor But the sea has been on the heavy side for 
sm all boats, and so bottom fishing has had to solace the 
ardent anglers for the past week. The weather is calming 
down, and both the salmon and albacore party boats will be 
out this weekend. 
Surf fishing, which had been fair to good both at 
Guadalupe and Jalam a Beaches, dropped to low, m ostly 
due to the full moon, when the fish eat at night.

Politics 


It is difficult to believe that the State 
Legislature could wriggle and squirm its 
way out of the commitment each member 
made to his constituents that he or she 
would come to Sacramento to help enact 
“meaningful” tax reform. 
But it happened last week when the 
compromise AB 1000, hammered out by 
Governor Reagan and Assembly Speaker 
Moretti, and their staffs, went down to 
defeat in the Senate Finance Committee. 
It was politics first. It was partisanship 
over people. 


It is hard for citizens to understand the 
machinations of politics. 
But in this 
particular case, the objectives were clear. 
President Pro Tern James Mills of San 
Diego and Floor Leader George Moscone 
of San Francisco, nominal Democratic 
heads of the Senate, publicly criticized

Moretti for working with the governor in 
hammering out the compromise measure. 
Jealousy reared its ugly head as they 
believed Moretti would score points on the 
compromise in his apparent future quest 
for the governorship. 
We are cerain that the citizen would be 
able to understand the defeat of the 
compromise if it were defeated purely on 
its merits. But such was not the case. The 
issue of the measure’s merits were little 
discussed. 
The Legislators are delaying their three- 
month vacation this week to have another 
try. They will be going through the 
motions with their thoughts on vacation 
and travel and campaigns. 
But will all of them be back after the 
November election if they do not solve the 
property tax dilemma they promised the 
voters they would do at the last election? 


Secretary Fonda 


No doubt about it, if George 
McGovern is elected President, he 
will name as his Secretary of State 
Miss Jane Fonda. She is already 
practicing for the role, and indeed it 
is widely conjectured that she hasn’t 
been informed that she isn’t yet the 
Secretary of State. If that is so, that 
is just one of the things she hasn’t 
been informed about, a lack of 
information having plagued Miss 
Fonda for much of her life. 
You see, she turned rather earlier 
than most people to her career, 
leaving Vassar College prematurely 
and 
turning 
enthusiastically 
to 
ecdysiasm, and on into formal 
acting. A few years ago, when she 
hit 
young 
middle 
- 
age, 
she 
discovered social conscience, and 
has been playing it, using The 
Method approach ever since. One 
commentator, 
after 
a 
Fonda 
performance, 
ob­ 
served that “being 
socially 
involved 
may be the mating 
call of the 1970’s. 
Like knowing how 
to dance the tango 
in the 30’s.’’ 
Miss Fonda goes tirelessly about 
the college circuit and grunts out 
her views on international policies, 
which views are always at the 
expense of United States’ policy. 
She donates the proceeds of her 
lectures 
to 
an organization 
in 
Wa^ington staffed by Mark Lane, 
the lawyer who a few years ago 
concluded, as I remember, that it 
was Allen Dulles who shot John 
Kennedy, not Lee Harvey Oswald. 
Mark Lane’s outfit is designed to 
help 
American 
victim s 
of 
oppression by the Army — the 
United States Army, needless to 
say. 
Nor is there any danger, after the 
Vietnam war is over, that Miss 
Fonda will run out of causes She 
has been greatly fired up about 
Women’s Liberation, Indians, Cesar 
Chavez, grapes, lettuce, the Dutch 
elm disease, and poison ivy. And for 
all 
the 
spontaneity 
of 
her 
p e r f o r m a n c e s , 
she 
ta k es 
considerable care to publicize the 
least of her indignations. “She may 
well be the only revolutionary with 
her own PR man,’’ Life magazine 
once 
commented, 
adding 
with 
chivalrous 
understatement 
that 
Miss Fonda’s command of facts and 
complexities is unconvincing.’’ 
But of course, ignorance is an 
instrument of oppression deployed 
by the bourgeois classes, and Miss 
Fonda, 
who last 
week 
termed 
Richard Nixon “a very serious 
traitor” will not surrender her vast 
investment in it. She is Miss Grim, 
walking about the world hectoring 
American institutions with what one 
writer has characterized as her 
“solemn, Red Guard face,” never 
smiling, 
never 
laughing, 
never, 
obviously looking into the mirror. 


Her most recent report has been 
to

It was the 
summer of 1968, and he told her that 
if he were home, he would vote for 
Richard Nixon. He felt that Lyndon 
Johnson had let him down by not 
authorizing instant action to prevent 
the Pueblo’s capture. 
But 
Commander 
Bucher, 
reviewing the matter in his book a 
year or two later, recognized what 
is, on reflection, obvious, namely 
that the prisoner of war quite 
naturally thinks exclusively of his 
own concern, which is to reach

The return of the 
American prisoners of war is a 
concern of the United States. But it 
cannot be the only concern of the 
United States. If it were, there 
would be no prisoners in the first 
instance. If peace were the only 
concern, 
there 
would 
be 
nc 
battleships or bombs. Even Miss 
Fonda recognizes the occasional 
usefulness of weapons. She has said 
that “any black man who hasn’t a 
gun today is a fool.” 
But we venture outside Miss 
Fonda's command of facts and 
complexities. She thinks like a 
calliope programmed at the Lenin 
Institute. “Men like (Nixon and 
Agnew) are war criminals under 
every international law,” is one of 
her disclosures 
(She 
has been 
s e c r e t l y 
s tu d y in g 
e v e r y 
international law). “ But,” she adds 
magnanimously, after sentencing 
Agnew, “1 would not like to see him 
executed.” He should simply be put 
away, 
to 
devote 
himself, 
one 
supposes, to a lifetime’s study of the 
thoughts of Jane Fonda. 


For some years PG&E (Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co., for those new 
to California) has transported men 
and women (separately) who are 
prominent for one reason or another 
in the communities serviced by this 
utility, to their facilities to see what 
is going on. One tour takes in the 
northern California plants near the 
Feather River and the other goes to 
the Kings River Project east of 
Fresno. It was on the latter trip that 
I was privileged to go and a more 
enjoyable and informative jaunt I 
have seldom had. 
The group of ladies embarking on 
the Greyhound bus at the Santa 
Maria, San Luis and Paso Robles 
PG&E offices was a motley crew, 
including a post-mistress, head of a 
planning 
commission, 
a Doctor 
specializing in teen-age problems 
(we were a bit out of her field), 
teachers and wives of city officials. 
Also along to dispense food, good 
humor and tons of information were 
the managers and wives of the San 
Luis and Paso Robles offices and the 
District Manager from Salinas. 
July is not the perfect month for a 
trip to the Kings River Canyon 
because it is HOT over there but this 
was an opportunity none of us felt 
we could pass up. The lodge for 
guests at the first of the stations was 
our home for several days where we 
could use the swimming pool and 
avail ourselves of cooling beverages 
to keep our suffering to a minimum. 
The Kings River Project was 
begun in 1927 as the result of 
settlement of 
disputes 
between 
irrigation 
districts 
and 
canal 
companies on water rights. The 
cooperation between the farmers 
and the utility company led to the 
construction of the original Balch 
powerhouse with the understanding 
that there should be no interference 
with the normal flow of the water. 
Further cooperation followed with 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers and 
Kings River Water Ass’n. and the 
Pine Flat Dam and Reservoir were 
built. 
Quickly 
following 
were 
Courtright and Wishon Dams and 
Haas Powerhouse and enlargement 
of the Balch site. 
The series of reservoirs and dams 
is the most amazing and ingenious 
feat of engineering I have ever seen. 
Of course, 1 am no authority but 1 
doubt if many projects are the 
product of such imagination. The 
first reservoir is Courtright at 8,184 
ft. elevation, one of the highest 
rockfill dams in the world. Water 
goes from here to the next lowest 
reservoir, Wishon, at 6,550 ft., via 
giant pipes or penstocks. These two 
lakes and surrounding forests are 
open to the public as recreation 
areas 
for 
hunting, 
fishing and 
camping but 1 would not recommend 
a long housetrailer unless it bends in 
the middle! The roads and bridges 
are 
very 
narrow. 
It 
was 
unbelievable that our Greyhound 
could 
possibly 
maneuver 
the 
winding High Sierra dirt roads. 
Faith and a can of beer was all you 
needed to get you through. One 
bunch of campers stared in utter 
disbelief from among the boughs of 
the small pine trees as our bus went 
lumbering 
by. 
Having 
the 
destination sign on the front reading 
“Coos Bay” probably didn’t help the 
mystery very much either! Our 
driver was not only good - he had a 
sense of humor. 
From Wishon the water traverses 
a tunnel cut through solid granite 
6* 2 miles, straight out, then takes an 
almost perpendicular drop through 
the penstock for a mile, the last bit 
of it again through granite, to the 
largest 
underground 
(500 
ft.) 
powerhouse in the world, Haas. The 
chamber is 173 x 56 ft. and 100 ft. 
high, 
connected 
to 
the outside 


reservoir by a tunnel 2000 ft. long, 
big enough to drive a truck into 
under the walkway. This tunnel was 
built first and the chamber was 
hollowed out from the bottom up, 
trucks carrying out the granite 
rocks. When any of the equipment 
needs to be removed from the plant 
the water is turned off, the tunnel 
drained so trucks can go in and the 
part is taken out through the floor. 
The whole place reminded me of a 
set for a science fiction movie in 
which mad scientists plan to Wow up 
the world. 
From the Haas powerhouse the 
water enters another tunnel through 
granite 3V2 miles long and 13 ft. in 
diameter, and is then transmitted 
through the original and the new 
Balch penstocks for a sheer drop of 
almost 5,000 ft. 
to 
the 
Balch 
powerhouse below. These pipes, 
imported from Europe and costing 
$1500 a foot, are 96 inches in 
diameter at the top of the penstock, 
narrowing to 68 in. at the bottom. 


Because of this construction the 
water pressure at point of entrance 
is 1,040 pounds per square inch. 
liie last part of this spectacular 
journey takes the same old water 
that 
started out 
at (Courtright 
through 
the final 
tunnel 
and 
penstock 
to the 
Kings 
River 
powerhouse and into Pine Flat 
Reservoir where it is stored until 
needed by the farmers in the San 
Joaquin 
valley. 
This 
is 
real 
recycling. 
The total cost of this project, 
including the transmission of the 
electricity which is generated, is 
approximately $80 million dollars. 
Except for the previously mentioned 
imagination of the engineers and 
planners of the project it could 
easily have cost many millions 
more. 
As I said, this area is open to the 
public, and a beautiful part of our 
state it is, especially in the spring. 
Try to include it in your vacation 
plans for the future.
